BOOK HVXTnrG xy JfBW YORK. 
Of all collectors, book hunters are 
most numerous in New York- 
Many 
of them pursue the game by deputy; 
that is, they give commissions to deal- 
ers to look up the volumes which they 
want, or advertise in the literary pa- 
pers for them, and this plan leads to 
the most satisfactory results. 
But 
there are many of the old-fashioned 
aort who care comparatively little tor a 
book unless they pounce upon it them- 
selves on some dusty shelf in some 
dimly lit corner of a second-hand book- 
store. 
Mr. Saunders, ot the Astor li- 
brary, is a good specimen of these, a 
man who loves books, all books, and 
nothing but books. »He may often be 
seen hovering about the little stores in 
Fourth Avenue or University 
Place, 
three or four volumes under one arm 
and one or two in each of his coat 
pockets. 
It is not likely that even he 
happens often on any wonderful piece 
of good fortune. 
With the exception of 
the first editions of a few writers like 
Irving or Hawthorne, America has pro- 
duced no books that the bibliophile 
cares for, and the game is consequently 
source in this city compared with what 
it still is in the 
European capitals. 
There every dealer has his Brunet and 
his Burton and hi.s shelf full of price 
catalogues, which tell him to a cent 
how much each book ought to bring 
that might by any possibility come 
into his hands. 
t is only in a few 
stores down-town in New York where 
something like a driving 
wholesale 
business is done in second-hand books, 
and where the proprietor has no time 
to atterd to the niceties of his business, 
that the book hunter stands any chance 
of finding a treasure, and in these 
places he is regi.rded with suspicion 
and dislike, and is asked surlily what 
he wants, and before he can answer is 
told, "We haven't got i t " 
There is, 
too, a pernicious tribe of pot-hunters— 
mousers they are called—who keep no 
store or place of business, but prowl 
about the shops, cheapening rare edi- 
tions, which they soil at an advance to 
other book-sellers or to private par- 
ties. 
These men get the best of the 
pickings, such as they are. 
They will 
have nothing that is not in good condi- 
tion. 
They scorn torn or very dirty 
oopies, though they know 
that when 
but a few leaves are stained they can 
generally be made (]uite 
fresh and 
olean again, and that if a book is not 
•ery rare, two im])erfect copies can be 
pieoed together .«,0 as to make one i)er- 
feot whole. 
But such work is trouble- 
some, and they d" not usually consider 
it to be in their 
line. 
The 
genuine 
banter must be content 
with such 
small successes as picking up for 25 
oents a Phsedrus quoted by Brunet at 
«ight francs, or a first edition of Gold- 
smith's essay« or of one of Cooper's 
novels, either of which is worth $5 to a 
specialist, for the tenths part of that 
amount 
Even such chances are not 
frequent, and no book hunter is likely 
to grow rich from the proceeds of hia 
pastime—Nein York Sun.

2:30 p. m.—The senate at 12 o'clock 
proceeded to the hall of the house and 
the sixteenth ballot was begun. 
The 
roll call of the senate developed nothing 
and the call of the house proceeded 
without interruption until the name of 
Bobinson was reached, when that gen- 
tleman rose and made a statement of che 
agreement made by himself and Messrs. 
Ootes, Glover and Maoke> to secnre the 
election of Mr. Allen. 
He added that 
he was new convinced that it was hope 
less 
to 
endeavor 
to 
elect 
as 
senator any man 
not 
a member 
of 
one 
of 
the 
two 
great 
parties 
and as his constituents were urgent in 
their demands, he had decided to cast 
his ballot for David Turpie. 
This an- 
nouncement was greeted with enthusi- 
astic cheers from democrats. 
Messrs. 
Cotes. Glover and Mackey, the republi- 
can labor members, then made brief 
explanations and cast their ballots for 
Harrison, the vote standing; 
Turpie, 
76; Harrison, 74. 
In the senate Tnrpie 
received 82 and Harrison 18. 
In the 
house, Turpie 44 and Harrison 56. 


Immediately on the termination of the 
call of the house roll Speaker Sayre an- 
nounced there was no eleclion 
and 
passed the figures to President Smith, 
of the senate, whose privilege it is, un- 
der the agreement, to announce the to- 
tal vote and he at once called out that 
David Turpie had been elected United 
States senator to serve six years from the 
fourth of March next. 


Speaker Sayre declared that President 
Smith was a usurper and had no right to 
make such an announcement as presi- 
dent of the joint convention; but the 
speaker's remarks were unheeded and 
the announcement was made as above. 


All the protests against the votes of 
members, as recorded on the day the 
joint balloting began under a compro- 
mise agreement, apply to the ballot taken 
to-day, the sixteenth and last of a series. 


After the announcement of the vote 
Mr. Gardiner, (Rep.,) moved that the 
joint convention adjourn until noon to- 


or township equal to one-tenth of the 
votes cast at the last preceding election 
for members of the general assembly. 
Where a county or township votes in fa- 
vor of granting the license, then a per-

He shall file a bond of $5,000, 
conditional for the payment of all fines, 
penalties and forfeitures, and also for 
the payment of all damages growing out 
of the sale of intoxicating liquors. 


ONIIY FOT7B BLLILIS PASSBD. 


The legislature has now been in ses 
sion over three weeks. 
Four hundred 
bills have been introduced and just four 
have passed and become lawp. 
The 
usual appropriation bill of $125,000 for 
the expenses of the general assembly 
(there is never any doubt about the bill 
passing), an act to fix the time of hold 
ing court in the forty-ninth circuit, and 
acts legalizing the incorporation of the 
towns of Shelburn and BoswelJ. 
The 
average daily expenses of the legislature, 
at a low estimate, are $1,500, and up to 
to-day they have been in session just 
twenty-two days. 
In other words it has 
cost the state $38,000 to pass two legal 
izing acts, one to fix the time of holding 
court and the other to appropriate money 
to pay its own expenses. 
The political 
wrangle, has, of course, occupied much 
time, and a number of committees to 
whom bills were referred have not even 
had them under consideration, and will 
not until after the election of a senator. 


SHAMBAUQH'S BLLILI. 


A bill introduced in the house on 
Monday seems to be one which meets 
the popular demand and is receiving fa- 
vorable comment. 
It is a bill of Mr. 
Shambaugh, of Allen county, prohibit- 
ing the employment of non-resident per- 
son as detectives, being of course directed 
against the Pinkerton bureau, 
which 
has had such a degree of notoriety on 
account 
of 
the 
killing 
of 
innocent 
persons. 
The penalty pro- 
scribed 
is 
a 
fine 
of 
not 
less 
than $5 nor more than $100, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed six months. 
The penalty covers both the person em 
ployed and the employer. 
A proviso is 
inserted in favor of a non-resident de- 
tective who comes with a requisition 
from a governor.

A HOMESTEAD BIIiL. 


Representative 
Roberts' 
homestead 
bill introduced into the legislature, pro- 
vides that on and after July 4, 1887. a 
homestead of sixty acres of farming land, 
occupied by the owner and one lot in 
any incorporated town or city, occupied 
by the owner, shall be exempt from 
forced sale on exec«^tion or any other 
final process of court, except for the pay- 
ment of tax, or of debts crcated to secure 
the purchase money, for Improvements 
made, or for mortgage liens, on which 
both the husband and wife have joined. 
It also provides for the exemption of 
necessary furniture, household effects, 
clothing, provisions on hand, tools or 
implements used in business oi^ trade, 
etc.

CINCINNATI, Feb. 2.—The attempt up 
on the life of Judge J. W. Fitzgerald, of 
the police court, last night, has pro- 
duced a profound feeling. 
The judge 
has, for a long time, been 
a terror of 
evil doers, but no one has ever ventured 
to charge him with any feeling but that 
of a desire to vindicate the law and pun- 
ish and prevent crime. 
Only yesterday 
he had nearly a hundred cook 
fighters 
before him and in all cases where a plea 
of guilty was made he fined them $25 
and costs. 
There are still a number of 
these oases pending to be heard on Fri- 
day. 
The circumstance of the attack 
being made last night gives color to sus- 
picion that some one interested on be- 
half of these defendendants had under- 
taken the desperate scheme of murder- 
ing the jadge. 


The time for the guilty deed was well 
chosen. 
The judge was alone in his li 
brary preparing a decision in a submitted 
case. 
His son and his son's wife had 
gone to the theatre. 
When the door bell 
at the side entrance rang the judge an- 
swered in person. 
He says he saw a 
man with a black face there who said: 
"Judge Fitzgerald?" 


The judge 
answered, "Well," and 
just then the caller drew a white hand 
from his overcoat pocket and the judge 
caught sight of the glitter of a weapon 
in time to jump aside ]ust before the 
shot was fired. He fell with an excla- 
mation 
and 
the 
assassin 
doubtless 
thought he had accomplished his pur- 
pose. 
The servant girls came to his 
he]p and the neighbors were summoned. 
It 
was 
found 
he had 
not 
been 
even 
wounded 
though 
the 
ball 
cut through his coat 
He was greatly 
prostrated by the nervous shock. 
This 
was greater because, although he had 
not before made it known, that this was 
not the first assault he has suffered. The 
judge appeared as usual on the bench 
this morning. 
He says he has no donbt 
that he can recognize the voice and form 
of his assailant.

The house committee has recommend- 
ed the passage of Mr. Darroch's bill pro- 
viding for the transfer of the surplus de 
rived from the dog tax to the road fund 
instead of the school fund.

rooh is proving himself to be a worker 
in the house. 


Mr. Michael Gruber, of 16 Wilt street 
is able to be out again, after a savere at- 
tack of rheumatism. It was thought for 
a time that he could not recover, but 
nnder the skillful treatment of bis phy 
sician, he was restored almost to his 
former health. 


The supreme court of Indiana has de 
cided that a railway company is not re- 
quired to fence its tracks at stations or 
siding where passengers are received or 
exchanged, and are not liable for dam- 
ages for any animal which may be killed 
while wandering upon their tracks thus 
unfenced. 


It is reliably reported that the visit of 
Manager Talmage, of the Wabash rail- 
road company, to Peru last Friday will 
result in the discharge of eighty or nine 
ty men now at work in the Indianapolis, 
Pern and Chicago railway shops located 
there. Their discharge will take place 
at once. 


In case of war between the Unitec 
States and Canada, Indiana could be at 
the front, as she was in the civil war. 
The state is fourth in the union in mili 
tary appointments and has 463,000 men 
of serviceable age for soldiers.

Soon after the arrival of the Whites 
here, it is claimed by the descendants 
of John, that he built this oak structure, 
which has served to perpetuate his 
memory to greater posterity than many 
headstones that were placed in posi- 
tion at our 
cemeterj 
in those days 
There seems, ho^ve^ er, to be a slight 
discrepancy in the date of its construc- 
tion, if it is the same as is referí ed to 
in Smith & Dean's Journal, 
but that 
it was built between tlie years 1723 and 
1730, aud handed down to descendants 
of John White as his property, there 
can be no question. 
One can hatdly 
conceive how such a building coulc 
stand within a mile of 3,000 inhabitants 
and within two miles of the county 
court house at the city of Portland, and 
yet be known of only by so few. 


The dimensions of the structure are 
18x29 feet and about 10 feet to eaves. 
Its walls are built of hewn oak 6 to 8 
inches in thickness, which has become 
by age almost as tough as lignumvitie, 
They are laid one on top of the other, 
having been first hewn to a surface as 
even as the average oak could be fittec 
with plane to-day, and was then, as it 
would be to-day, absolutely 
bullet 
proof, and, with the exception of a few 
modern improvements thereto, it would 
afford perft ct protection to those who 
might gatlier within against the storm- 
ing of a boisterous crew without, as it 
did when the whole community quar- 
tered under its roof within its hospita- 
ble walls, as a protection from the hos- 
tile Indians. 
It was then known as the 
old fort. 


There is now swinging from a crane 
over the fireplace, wherein has blazed 
a fire and cooked the food for the set- 
tlers nearly two centuries ago, an iron 
kettle, and, coupled with other anti- 
quities M'hich the eyes of the visitor be- 
hold on every hand in looking through 
the building, easily carries one back to 
those cays when a white man's exist- 
ence in Maine was filled with sober re- 
alities. 
The cellar is of average depth, 
and to gain access thereto would re- 
quire no end of digging, the embank- 
ment being carried 
distance from 
the building 
range with tha 
silL 


The building has undergone some 
changes, but not of a character to re- 
lieve its antiquit. upon close examina- 
tion, its walls having been clapboarded, 
and on the inside the solid oak is 
hacked and scarred to receive mortar, 
and is in that way plastered. 
The 
windows have been somewhat changed, 
but one or more remaining indicate 
that they were about 15x30 inches in 
size, with an opportunity for shutters. 
Certain features about the roof would 
indicate g t eat age. but ts probably not 
the same placed there at the time of 
its construction. 


In 18&0 Mr. Ebenezer Thrasher built 
a two-story building, of which the sub- 
ject of our sketch serves the purpose of 
an L. 
The cellar of the main building 
is of more thim average depth, is 
floored with large tlat rocks, aud con- 
tains many conveniences that builders 
of the present day would do well to 
emulate, such : s a laigc milk room en- 
trely indepen'U-.-it iicin Mie main cellar, 
and a large sei kettle .or cookiujjf the 
food necessary, lor a large s-tock of cat- 
tle and Kwine.

Salt, generally, is a cheap article, 
and in the ordinary run of life's affairs 
it is not counted upon much, for -it ia 
•o common there is not much use in 
counting on it 
So universal is it thai 
nobody thinks of designating it except 
by the plebean word common, and com- 
mon salt is one of the commonest ex- 
pressions we have. 
There are no 
grades to salt. 
Salt is salt all the 
time, though commerce continues to 
fix tirst-class prices to it on account of 
mechanical manipulation, but it is salt, 
pure and simple, first, last, and all the 
timo. The only way to adulterate New 
England rum is to add water to it; 
anything else would be more expensive 
than the mm. 
The only way to adul- 
terate salt is to put more salt with it, 
for there is nothing cheaper than salt, 
except dirt, and that wouldn't work. 
If you want to say that a man is not 
doing 
anything, that 
he 
is 
loaf- 
ing, or is not rendering an equivalent 
for the wages rjaid him, you say he is 
not earning his salt, which is about 
equivalent to saying he is eating his 
head off. 
This expression, "earning 
his salt," may seem to most people to 
be a modem one, and they may sup- 
pose that it always has been used as a 
sort of contemptuous application to ex- 
press an idea of shiftlessness of a bad 
workman or a poor w ige-earner. 
He 
who thinks thus makes a big mistake, 
for a great many years ago, a long 
while ago, somewhere about theBomu- 
lus and Bemus time, either before or 
after, in a certain locality, it may have 
been Bome, money was scarce, and so 
was salt, and payments for services 
were made with salt in lieu of money; 
hence the soldiers were paid in saL 
(salt), and hence the word 
salary. 
They didn't understand in those days 
how to manufacture paper currency. 
Perhaps many of the Johnnies would 
have been better off if pecuniary—per- 
haps impecunious would be a better 
word—ingenuity had not invented the 
method to this day, and they had re- 
ceived their pay in salt instead of Con 
federate scrip. In the 
Confederacy 
salt was scarce and scrip was plenti 
ful, and, as said at the beginning, the 
scarcity of salt caused the final dispo 
sition of this carbine with the society. 
So scarce was salt that every sort of 
means were resorted to to obtain it. 
Many a man undoubtedly sighed to be- 
come a second Lot that his wife might 
cast her eyes back. 
Old salt bags 
were gathered up and boiled out, olc 
beef, pork, and fish brine evaporated, 
and the barrels that contained it were 
soaked. Even the earth in and around 
the smoke-houses, where hams and ba 
con had been salted and smoked, was 
washed to dissolve out of it the salt 
that had become mixed with it through 
previous lavish use or impregnation 
from brine dripping. 


Where access to the sea could be 
had there was no trouble in making 
salt, though, owing to the limited re- 
sources of the Confederacy, its manu- 
facture was upon a small scale and by 
primitive methods. The blockading fleet 
broke up all such establishments as 
soon as they were discovered, and the 
sa^makers had a pretty sorry time of 
i t . ^ t was a hide-and-go-seek game 
with them all the while. 
They would 
not much more than find a good hiding 
place when the marines from a block- 
ader would be upon them, and they 
would be forced to seek another refuge 
and start anew. Thus the game went 
on, and there was no rest for the wick 
ed rebel 
salt 
maker.—Providence

"It seeins to jxie, hòwèTer, that there 
has been a wouderfiii advance of lata 
years in thé general tone of the maga- 
zines. 
There has been no 'Autocrat of 
the Breakfast Table,' to be snre, but 
what do'Tou expect? 
You do not want 
more than one 'Autocrat' in a century 
—you cannot hope for more than one. 
Buoh men as Holmes, Hawthorne,Long- 
fellow, Fields, 
and others 
of that 
school upheld tlie literary reputation 
of two generations and made the 
At- 
lantic 
BO brilliant. 
Most of these men 
have gone, but the general work in 
magazines is far superior to that of ten 
years ago. 
The trouble is that the two 
or three magazines which are a good 
market for a writer and which can aid 
hitu in his work for fame are over- 
crowded. 
The Ceil ury 
has perhaps 
100,000 worth of accepted articles in 
its vault which may not appear for 
years. 
They are pushed aside by arti- 
cles on timely topics which cannot bo 
delayed. 
There are other magazines, 
it is true, but when you send them an 
acticle yon send them a burial permit 
with it, for you know that it will be 
entombed even if it is printed. 
These 
combinations of 
newspapers 
which 
print stories and sketches once a week 
will, it seems to me, give rising and ca- 
pable writers the field they desire as 
well as the irarket. 
Charles Dudley 
Warner told me' of one of these syndi- 
cates which is in charge of Thorndyke 
Bice, of the North 
American 
Review. 
He has fifteen of the leading papers of 
the country which pay liberally for a 
page of matter either for their Sunday 
Ì8>ue or for aii other day they may se- 
leer. 
The idea ie, I believe, to give at 
least one sketch or story by some very 
well-known writer in each issue, and 
give other articles on t)ie same page by 
clever people not so \vell known. 
This 
will bring into Mr. Kiee's hands about 
SIO.OOO a month to j>ay his corps of 
writers. 
He can p;iy them juMtas good 
if not better i>rices than any of the 
magazines, and besiilts he can handle 
matters of passing interest before the 
m.'iirazines get at then). 
Mr. Rice has 
wriiten to me a d has oflered me hand- 
some terms for- articles. 
He seems to 
think 1 am a magazine writer, but I 
really am not." 


"He has asked Mr. Henry Irving to 
write for him, ulso." 


"Has he? 
Well, the idea is to have 
at his comuiaud tlie men who are emi- 
nent ill a1i the branches of art, litera- 
ture, drama the sciences, and profes- 
sions. 
There are few irood writers of 
short fitories now, ¡.nd there have never 
been very many, 
feuch 
men as Poe 
and Aldrich stand out so that you can 
at ouce recall them. 
I do not believe 
in the decrying of the books of the day, 
which is too common. 
I admit I am 
not a careful reader of novels. 
I read 
portions of tììem, but do not read them 
through with tiie care some of them de- 
serve. 
Much OÎ my opinion is based 
upon what 1 hear from men and wo- 
men of sound jiuÌLiment whom I know 
intimately and whom lean reply upon. 
Take Hawthorne as an eKample of my 
peculiar literary bent of thought. 
It 
has l een qu to a custom to speak of 
him as the greatest of all American ro- 
manci~ts. 
1 reji<l him now and then for 
his ht vie. the evi-uisite manner in which 
he writes, but i do lict care for hia 
stories, for i do not ihink that they are 
as great as many others by American 
writer.

; The relationship between sleep, the 
*^ôDii8in of death, " Bnd : death itself, is 
probably real as well as apparent. The 
distance which separates them is great, 
but there are intermediate connections, 
grades of dissolution us of develop 
ment. 
Among these the similar states 
of trance and hibernation are worthy 
of special notice. 
For 
sleep and for 
trance, one cause, the exhaustion chief- 
ly of the nervous matter, but more or 
less of every organ 
and tissue, is as- 
s^nable. 
Tiie hysterical stujjor is the 
sleep of nerve centers worn out with 
the assault and contlict of stormy re- 
flex action. Healtliy sleep is the rest of 
physical elements wearied 
the 


same strain applied more gradually. 


Cases have been recorded in which 
somnolence, continuing for days with- 
out cessation, has resembled trance, in 
its duration, 
while preserving all the 
ordinary features of natural sleep. 
Va- 
rious fac!s supports us in associating 
the hibernation of animals with 
the 
same train 
of organic or functional 
changes as the other unconscious states 
which we have been considering. 
It 
comes like a habit; it has, one may 
say, annual return; its apparent cause 
is the oppression of external cold, and 
the i>nimals it aiîects are mostly those 
which, from their bodily structure or 
habits, »re subject to great periodic va- 
riations of temperature. 
Vital 
tissue 
is exhausted and function is in part 
suspended, 
probably 
because 
the 
numbness of cold has taken upon the 
radicles of the 
outer circulation, and 
of that of the brain surface which is 
connected with it by numerous anasto- 
moses. 
In such a case anaemia would 
seem to be the 
caus • of the 
winter 
sleep, as there is evidence to show that 
it is also the cause of that temporary 
starvation oi brain which lulls without 
arresting its action, m the natural re- 
pose of each night 


We may even regard the lethargy, 
ended by death into which man falls 
when exposed to great cold as a short 
and mortal hibernation. 
The same in- 
fluence acts ui)Ou h^m as ujion the bear 
or fish, but the power of its shock is 
greater on his 
finer and less accus- 
tomed senses than on their compara- 
tively coarse organization. 
So like- 
wise iu other regions and forms of life, 
in the weariness, jiaralysis, atroi^hy, and 
gangrene of iimbs, in the leafless hi- 
bernation of trees, and iu their decay, 
beginning in the terminal twigs, the 
same teaching is evident, tliat vascular 
nutrition, ui its periodic variations, 
is 
the parent of activity and of rest, as its 
absence is of deatii. 
It is not, there- 
fore, altogether surprising to meet with 
occasional instauc«'.^ in whicii death is 
simulated by sfiue deei) 
de^rree of
